To His Excellency, HENRY M, MATHEWS, 
G'overnor and. Commander-in- Chief : 


GOVERNOR :—In compliance with law, I have the honor to submit 
to Your Excelleney the second biennial report from this office con- 
taining a list of military property belonging to the State; that which 
is in possession of the State and that which bas been issued to mili- 
tary organizations; number and condition of volunteer militia, with 
à roster containing the names, rank, date of commission and resi- 
dence of ali officers; number of commissions issued; resignations 
tendered, companies disbanded; companies mustered out; liabili- 
ties of the State incurred in preserving the peace at certain mines 
on the Chesapeake and Ohio railway January last, and report of Col, 
J. W. M. Appleton, of the Secoud Regiment. 

The general business of thio office has required much clerical labor, 
not including a very large number of miscellaneous letters and docu- 
ments received from the War Department for transmittal to: soldiers 
whose postoffice address were unknown to them, 

It is surprising to observo, from the number of applicants for .cer- 
tificates of service, how many West Virginia soldiers have lost their 
discharges and all evideuce-of service. ^ ZEN 

These certificates ure used in the matter of bounty claims, military 
land allowances, pension claims, and for most purposes for which the 
original discharges were intended. l 

Complete records of all business are kept necessarilv, and all doc- 
uments regularly filed and preserved, so that a steady, continuous 
discharge of clerical duty is in progress to keep up the details; and 
maintain the business of the Department. 

I desire especially to call attention to the condition of some of the 
important war records of this office. They have so far faded out as 
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to be almost illegible and practically useless and should be re-copied. 
The attention of the Legislature should have been called to this im- 

ortant matter two years ago, but this was an inadvertent omission. 

f the soldiers of West Virginia could spend years of bardships in 
camp, in prison and on the battlefield to make their records, surely 
the State can well afford the time and expense required to keep them 
written down and preserved, 

The strike of the miners of the Kanawha and New rivers during 
the month of January, 1880, though not attended with the same vio 
lence as was the strike of 1877 on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, 
shows the necessity of the State to have a military force to suppress 
insurrection and rictous mobs. It is well remembered in 1877 the 
strike was of such magnitude that the Governor was compelled to 
call on the General Government for aid to suppress the riots then go- 
ing on in the State; there being but a small and insufficient force of 
Staie troops that could be relied on. -Since that time there has been 
organized and equipped in the State a sufficient force to suppress any 
disturbance that may oceur within our borders; but the recognition 
received from the State has been so slight that it is almost an impossi- 
bility to keep up the organization. I was informed by the captain of 
one company that has been mustered out on account of the expiration 
Of its term of service (three years) that it cost him individually $500 
a year to keep up the organization, which is taxing a man's loyalty 
rather severely. 

Our State is, in point of minerals, one of the richest in the-Union. 
Our coal fields are being opened up with wonderful rapidity, neces- 
sitating the immigration of labor and almost necessitating continual 
trouble between them and tlie operators. 

The experience of men who have had opportunities to know are of the 
opinion that there is nothing but an armed military force that will 
keep down trouble in mining regions. I feel satisfied if the Legisla- 
ture, at its next session, will only look at the matter, as did Washing- 
ton, Adams, Jefferson, Madison and General Knox, they would not 
hesitate to pass a good militia law. 

We have in the State at present seventeen well-equipped compan- 
ies, with the prospect of an organization as large again, providing 
the Legislature will give them the recognition they so well deserve, 
and relieve them from a portion of the expenses they incur by their 
association with military organizations. Å 

Such general activity and widespread interest bas been taken in 
. military matters as to have called together, within the last year, two 
national conventions to consider measures for the advancement of 
the national guard throughout the country. The first convention. 
met in New York city, January 16, with seventeen States represented. 
The second meeting was in the city of St. Louis, September 30th, 
where fourteen States were represented, and another has been called 
for January 20th, 1881, in the city of Philadelphia, showing that the 
military spirit is alive in other States. 

Ours is the only State in the Union that does not provide for the 
encampment, target practice and a uniform to their volunteers with- 
out eost to the soldier. I respectfully suggest that the Legislature 
examine the Iowa State Military Law and adopt it for the govern- 
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ment of our militia. I would suggest further, that there be a limit 
to the number of regiments. One in the first, one in the second and 
one in the third Congressional Districts, would be a sufficient force 
for practical purposes for years to come. The poliey of the State 
then should be to hold, that strength permit no other armed organ- 
izations within its borders, foster and build up these three regiments 
and make them such a power.for the maintainance of order that 
their existence will exert the same moral effect as if thev-were con- 
tinually on duty. Our needs then are chiefly encampments; a lim- 
ited amount of camp and garrison equipage, such an apportionment to 
each headquarters as to relieve officers from actual outlay in corres- 
pondence for the benefit of the State; and for the men, a good plain, 
serviceable uniform, such as will place the whole force in respectable 
personal appearance, give new life to the organization and spare a 
patriotic body of faithful citizens the-necessity of providing their 
own personal outfit while in the service of the State. 

Our present militia foree numbers about six hundred men, uni- 
formed at their own expense. Our present law allows each man 
called into active service a certain amount for clothing, which item 
alone, on account of the riots and strike in our State amounts to over 
fifteen hundred dollars, which the State has paid out. 

I suggest it would be economy to adopt a law that provides a uni- 
form for each soldier after bis being sworn into service, such uniform 
to be the property of the State and kept at headquarters, the com- 
mander ot the company receipting to the Quartermaster-General for 
the same, and giving bond for its safe return. 

With the proper encouragement our military would be an orna- 
ment and sorvice to the State. 

Iu a conversation with one of the officials in the ordinance depart- 
ment at Washington, I was told that West Virginia had drawn from the 
government the most complete set of equipments of any Stale in 
the Union. We have everything that is issued to the milita by the 
general Government, except camp and garrison equipage. These could 
be had it our State would provide for encampments. I cannot ac- 
count for the disbanding of several companies, except by the failure 
of the Legislature two years ago to give them reasonably assitance. 

The First Regiment, as a regiment, bas about ceased to exist, The 
“Goff Light Guards" was permitted to withdraw from the regiment, 
but is now a prosperous independent organization. The “Camden 
Guards,” of Moundsville; and the “Wilson Blues,” ot Burton; have 
been disbanded on account of their failure to come up to the require- 
ments of the law. Having only four companies'in the regiment and 
they quite a distance apart, renders Battalion drill impossible. 

. The Second Regiment, commanded by Colonel J. W. M. Appleton, 
isin a prosperous condition, the roster of which is appended to this 
report. 

It has been my pleasure to muster in and inspect several of these 
organizations, and in every instance the officers and men are fine 
looking and of the right material. 

In concluding this report to Your Excellency, and submitting for 
your.consideration the recommendations now presented tor the better 
government and permanency of the citizen-soldiery of óur State, I 
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desire most respeetfullv to assure you that, as the head and chief of 
the military of this State, the whole of the officers and members of 
the organization look with hopeful confidence to you for a continued 
manifestation of the earnest interest whioh you have been pleased to 
evince for all that relates to its honor, welfare and progress.

REPORT OF GOL. J. W. M. APPLETON. 


CHARLESTON, October 12th, 1880. 


Jo E. L. Woop, " 
Adjutant General, State of West Virginia : - 


SIR:—1 have the honor to submit my report of the movements 
of the troops under my command during the early part of January, 
of this year, at which time, in accordance with the orders of the 
. Commander-in-Chief, Governor Mathews, military assistance was 
afforded the civil authorities in preserving the peace and making 
certain arrests. 

January 9th.—Demonstration was made by the striking miners 
upon the Ansted works. That night, at about 9 o'clock, I received 
orders from your headquarters to have Company *A,” Capt. Mont- 
gomery, and Company “B,” Capt. Snyder, hold themselves in 
readiness to move. 

Major Bradford, special aid of the Governor, showed me his tele- 
gram, directing him to act in the above capacity, and from that 
time I was in constant communieation with him and received many 
orders through him. 

The quartermaster of the battalion, by my orders, provided 
fifteen days rations, and the two companies first warned were hell _ 
under arms. The other companies of the battalion were directed" ^ 
to hold themselves in readiness. 

I reported by telegraph to Sheriff Charles H. McClung, as 
follows: y 

* By order of Governor Mathews I report to you for duty and 
wil come to Hawk's Nest with two companies when you say so; 
will need a few hours notice to get transportation." 

The men had been kept ready to move at their armories all day 
long, but no orders came until Sunday morning, January 11th, 
when the following order was received : 
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CHARLESTON, January 11th, 1880,—9:15 A. M. 
Major Appleton, Commanding First Battalion West Virginia Volun- 
teers: 


Report at once to sheriff McClung, of Fayette County, at Hawk’s 
Nest, with Kanawha Riflemen, and Captain Montgomerv's compa- 
ny, of Lewisburg. Take with you the Gatling gun. l 

By order of Gov. Mathews, W. A. BRADFORD. 


Orders were issued to the companies mentioned, Capt. Snyder 
was directed to send a guar dwith tents and Gatling gun to-the De- 
pot and take charge of such stores as the Quartermaster might 
send; to take plenty of cartridges in the caissons and boxes. Cap- 
tain Duling of Company “C,” “Hale - Riflemen," was ordered to 
send or bring what men he could spare, to join us on our way up the 
road. Before the train came the order was countermanded, and 
the day passed quietly. It appearing that the well-disposed miners 
feared to go to work without the military, Monday morning the 
following order was issued and received : 


CHARLESTON, Jan. 12th, 1880. 
Mas. J. W. M. APPLETON, Com’g First Bat. W. Va. Vols: 
You will report at once with the Kanawha Riflemen and the 


Gatling gun, to sheriff McClung, at Hawk's Nest. 
» By order of Gov. Mathews, W. Å. BRADFORD. 


The company was moved to the depot, and up the railroad by 
the next train. While on the way up a telegram was handed to me 
from Charleston, saying that "sheriff of Fayette had telegraphed to 
Major Bradford that threats were made against the troops at Coal 
Valley, (the headquarters of the miners), and directions given me 
tolook sharp." Consequently the Gatling gun was made ready 
for action, caisson opened, men at their posts, the infantry with 
muskets loaded, in readiness for rioters. The train stopped at 
Coal Valley, but no hostile demonstration was made. Proceeding, 
we reached Hawk's Nest after some kours delay, about dark, and 
reported to Capt. W m. Tyree, (a good and brave man), who is dep- 

. uty sheriff representing sheriff McClung. We were quartered in 
the hotel and depot, and guards posted. About three o'clock Tues- 
day morning, sheriff Tyree, constable J. M. Smails, and D. M. 
Smith, declining military aid, went down to Cannelton and Coal 
Valley, to arrest thirty-five men who had been engaged in the riot. 
As it was supposed that the miners. would come up in force with 
the prisoners, arrangements were made for their reception, and the 
deputy sheriff directed to tell them that they would not be allowed 

. to come into Hawk's Nest, However, no resistance was made to 
the arrests, and the deputy sheriff returned Tuesday with his pris- 
oners, 
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all 

In the meantime, reassured by the presence of the troops, the 
miners in the Ansted Mines had góne to work. The trial of the 
prisoners commenced ; a good many threats against the troops were 
indulged in by them and their friends, and in the night a stone or 
two thrown, but the saloons were closed and the guard lines kept 
up strictly. During the night of the 13th, the deputy sheriff, who 
was on the hill with his prisoners, sent me a note saying that there 
would be trouble before morning, and directing me to get more 
troops. Captain Montgomery's company that had been lying at 
Ronceverte waiting orders, was ordered down and came in at three 
o'clock, A. M., doubling our numbers and enabling us to relieve 
Captain Snyder's company whieh had been constantly on guard. 
On the 15th the trials were concluded,, the prisoners found guilty, 
and matters arranged to the satisfaction of the court and Ansted 
company. j 

The deputy sheriff released us from duty, so that we were able to 
send Capt. Montgomery’s company back to Lewisburg and to re- 
turn to Charleston with the remainder of the command in the af- 
ternoon of January 16th. 


As trouble was apprehended at Campbell's Creek, Capt. Duling 
had been left there with his company, and Capt. Van Matre or- 
dered to report instantly to the sheriff of Kanawha county in case 
he called for his assistance. Ås it was, these precautions were all 
that were needed. 

Of the. men arrested, I am informed that only one was a native 
of the State; the others being foreigners, whom we will hope, as 
they become better aequainted with our laws and institutions, will 
not be led into illegal and mishievous combinations, which in- 
fringe as much upon their own liberties as upon the liberties of 
others. 

After the return to Charleston the following order was issued 
through the different company headquarters:

wages as they see proper, and also for the support of the civil au- 
thorities, when they found themselves powerless to enforce the laws 
uuder which we live. i å 

Exch company reported ready for active service with commend- 
able promptness. Company C., of Malden, Capt. Geo. Duling; 
and Company D., of Point Pleasant, Capt. VanMatre, were ready 
to move at a moments notice, but were not ordered to the point of 
disturbance. Company B., of Charleston, Capt. Phil Snyder, was 
ordered to Hawks Nest, on the 12th, where it was subsequently 
joined by Company A., of Lewisburg, Capt. J. Alex. Montgomery. 

The behavior of both officers and men was most gratifying to 
7 their Commander, who feels confidentthat had events of a more 
serious nature occurred, they would have been equal to any emerg- 
ency. To the members of his staff who were present, he returns 
his sincere thanks. All orders entrusted to them were promptly 
and faithfully executed.

No violence, but men threatened with.hanging if they return to 
work. ‘Trains taken possession of at will, and the civil authorities 
cannot control them. All quiet this morning. I have called up- 
on the sheriff pand he is here. My men will not go to work unless 
troops are here to protect them. Sheriff has telegraphed for 1,500 
men. Send one company, and my men will go to work Monday.

Not 
fire unless necessary, but if necessary, put down the riot with great- 
est promptness. Ifthe civil authorities are unwilling to control 
it, use the military effectively.
